Dear Mr. Lehrer: 


This is to confirm my inspection with Mr. Gertz, on June 26, 1973, of 
the leachate discharge points at your landfill. During our conversation 
shortly after the inspection we discussed the following corrective measures 
which must be taken to prevent any further leachate from entering Kankapot 
Creek: 
l. The areas where leaching is taking place must be capped off 
with a good clay seal. 
2. Ali disposal of solid waste must be discontinued within 300 
feet for Kankapot Creek. 
3. All exposed solid waste within 300 feet of the creek must 
be compacted and covered with two feet of earth material. 





It was noted during the inspection that you have begun sealing off some 
of the leachate discharge points. The remainder of the work must be done 
as soon as possible. 


I'll be stopping by shortly to check on the progress of the work. Should

This will confirm our meeting on June 15, 1973, at which time we reviewed 
the wastewater leachate discharge from your sanitary landfill into 
Kankapot Creek to the east of your site. 

Immediate action shall be taken to stop the wastewater leachate. It was 
suggested that a portable pump could be utilized to pump the leachate 
material back onto the disposal site. This should prevent the leachate 
from entering Kankapot Creek; however, it will only be a temporary means 
and action must be taken to cap off the area with a good clay seal. A 
review of progress will be made within the next few days.
